It has been nearly six years since we put the SIDXA repeater 
on the air in 1981, Those af you who were aeabers of the 
EIDXA at that tine will recall that our repeater projact was 
made possible by passing the hat among the aembership for 
tisancial donations, a donated 150 watt PA, and a lot of tine 
and effort fron Al Groff (KOVM) and Bob Hill (W4NIN) to put 
the repeater on the air. Considering the length of time that 
we have had the 145.17 repeater on the air, the saintenance 
and operating expenses that we have incurred over the years 
has deen very niniaal. Al and Bob have continued to provida 
the aaintenance and Bob has been donating the electricity and 
tower space tor the transait site. 


fs many of you now know, our £45.19 repeater has recently 
been plagued by chronic PA probleas} and with the PA’s aost 
recent failure, it is now beyond repair. To say it bluntly: 
the old PA is dead, we need to buy anew PA, it will cost 
$250, so it’s tiae to again pass the hat. Prior to the last 
seating, the repeater fund had a balance of $69. uring the 
last seeting, the hat was passed and an additional $42 was 
collected, increasing the balance to #itl. Of the ‘Stil 
balance, we spent $90 for new PA transistors the last tine 
the PA got sick, leaving a current balance of $21. 
Considering the size of our club, the miniaal club dues, the 
coverage area of the repeater, and the dollars we aach spend 
on HF gear and QSL cards, J don’t think it is unreasonable 
for each of us to kick in $6 to $10 at the next club ageeting 
to get our repeater back to good operating and good coverage 
condition. 


When the hat is passed at the next club apeting, keep in aind 
that the EIDYA is your club and that the 145.19 machine is 
your repeater. They are your responsibility too, not just the 
other guy’s. Be generous so we can keep the sachine on. 
Consider contributing the cost of a few hundred Sis. 14 you 
can’t sake the meeting, send a check to HO12 and let hin 
know it is for the repeater fund,

one can snatch these things out of thin air. Sut then again, 
of course, being haas, we're all accustomed to snatchirg 
things gut af thin air, aren’t we? In fact, this pest 
weekend, after a longish Jull in activity (oast of the last 
two years?), I found mysalf getting hooked by the 1986 10 
Meter Contest. I have never run very high power (200 - 220 
watts input} who knows what out?). After soving across 
setropolitan Ft. Vernon this sunaer, { have only had occasion 
to put up a fairly large dipole (90-foot legs, inverted vee 
configuration, center point (inside the attic!) up about 30 
feet}. To ake matters worse, I an well down a hill that 
rises to ay northwest and is covered with trees (an aesthatic 
boon, hut a ainor propagation disaster}. What kept pe froa 
getting out of the habit of getting on the air altogether 
this suaaer during the move, an endless wait for the room 
destined to be ay shack/oftice/study finished out, cataract 
surgery ({ couldn’t read for a month or so), and the adoption 
of a toddler from Central America, was packet radio. Ky 
second fest tuo meter rig, py computer, and ay second best 
fag fount antenna first sat on a window air conditioner at 
the old house, and then on a bookcase in an upstairs bedroom 
at the new house, while I plusbed this weird new aodz, 


T could always hit SOMETHING that would allow ae to digipeat 
to the Jocal bulletin board or to those I wanted to talk to 
in CR and slong the @ore dependable digipeater routes in 
surrounding areas. This is a aode that takes some figuring 
out, Between TNC’s, coaputers, modems, an entirely new 
jargon, apd some conceptual differences from anything else 
I’ve tried, it took a goodly while to figure out. [t kept a 
sild dankering for RTITY and other bands alive in me, though, 
and once established in the new shack, getting on RTTY got ac 
te wanting to get back on Cd (ragchewing on 30 eters and 
chasing DX wherever), antennas notwithstanding. 


This all came to a head during the [0 seter contest. I 
didn’t do auch in that contest. 1 didn’t have the time and 
Propagation was the pits. But there was the old challenge to 
da 2s well as [ could with what I had when I had the chance. 
For years [ kibitced in any contest [ aight stuable across. 
I even took the rig to Waldoboro, Haine one summer and got #2 
aixed aode award for the state of Naine in the first 
Radiasport I had ever entered (I could have gotten #{ CW if 1 
had known that no one else had entered that categery') as 
KFOL/1. [ used ay Ten Tec Delta barefoot to a 75 aeter 
dipole borrowed from KBOPR, about 110 feet of bare braid 
strung over the branches of scrub pines at a mean elevation 
af sbout seyen feet. I was so far sast that the only thing 
due south of ag was Brazil. when the bands went out for the 
big guns, they were still cpen to ae for as auch as an hour. 
T have sent innuserable 40 and 80 aeter CW OSt’s to Ukrainian 
and Yugoslav stations who worked ae when [ was the only thing 
in North Aserica they could hear. Fro lowa, I’ve never 
worked ANY DX on 40 or 80! [ didn’t really believe it was 
possible. 


But back to the contest. As little as [ had, [ finally had a 
working station set back up. My C¥ was rusty, but there were 
virtually no signals on SSB (WOEJ doesn’t zount). The OSB 
was 80 quick during the short intervals when I had time to 
operate that it was possible to tune down the battoa 100 kHz 
and hear NO signals, then tune right back through again and 
hear four or five. Sometiaes they would be in South Aserica 
and Texas, sometines New England, and sometiaes California. 
Atter getting tired of trying to crack piles or guess whether 
1 was strongest ta the station 1 was calling when he was 
strongest to ae, I started noting the frequencies (last three 
digits to 100 Hz), calls, and last heard serial nuaber. I'd 
call twice then wove on. Sometines I got thea when they were 
alaost inaudible, sometiags when they were peaking here. 
Tail-ending KJOH when I could hear hia worked a couple of 


_ times. To give you some idea of what a handicap ay hill 


aight be, NOOO was the weakest station I think I have EVER 
successfully worked on CH. I told his in a aessage on the 
packet bulletin board that 1 would expect a stronger signal 
trom a SUBMERGED Sussian sub. He is less than 20 miles from 
ne, 


1 wound up with a lordly 20 9's, and I probably spent 5 hours 
total working that few. Still, it had been a long tise end 
eore fun than a lot of the interaittent operating 1 have done 
ia the last couple of years (CW ragchewing stil} comes in a 
close second to contesting; but not all THAT closed, I 
Managed to bag a CE and an LU, and sone of the W5’s and Wb’s 
were even harder to work. [ think 171] look around for sone 
gore contests, especially on CW and RTTY. Even with ¢ low 
wire and low poner, I7’e still crafty enough to get in if I’a 
patient and figure out patteras of operation. I’m still 
surprised how aany people rely on brute force and repetition 
to make a contact, 


Sooner or later I'l] put the beam back up along with scae 
bigger wires (f finally have ROOM for thea'). But that 
really doesn’t matter so auch as the adrenaline rush of all 
those folks out there making as aany contacts as possible in 
as short a tine as possible. There ain’t nothing quite Jike 
it. 


So, if you have the DX or contest blahs, and haven't been in 
the pileups recently, you sight find that if you force 
yourself to sit down at the rig and the EIDYA net on Nonday 
nights at 9 is a good place to find out when those tines 
are), you might find as [ did that the old thrill is still 
there! You might not take a first for your call area, your 
state, or even your town if you live in Cedar Rapids or 
Marion, especially'). But it would still be fun to see if 
you can do better in a four-hour period than you've ever done 
before! Or even as well as you did in your heyday! Give it 
a shot!

Those oresent were: KUOA, WDOAHL, WOVX, KFOZ, KOLIR, WOSR, 
RANIN, NKON, KFGH, KZ0C, NOEJ, KOAL, KOBVB, NBOH, KCOG, tiC00, 
NUOP, HOGOB, KEOM, WAPYZN, HOIZ, WOUZ, KOUSH, KAOWKT, KDORT, 
NGOK, KOYH, KIOH, ROWP, KEOY, KORW, KOVZR, & KCET. 

A motion to accept the previcus ainutes as published in 
the EfDyer was aade by KOAL and seconded by WANIN, 

Treasurer reported a balance of $108.83 not including 
dues collected prior to the eeeting. 

W4NIN reported repairs were eade to the repeater antenna 
but that amp probleas resulting from aisaatch were still in 
process of being repaired. Expenses will deplete the 
repeater fund. KOAL aade a mation to replenish the repeater 
fund. Second by WOEJ. 41,00 wes collected. 

Contest committee report was in the newsletter, WOEJ 
suggested the club consider partictpation in the Lowa OSC 
party. 

WOSR reperted on DXAC activity. ARRL July board aeeting 
approved special DXCC award coameaorating S0th anniversary of 
DXCl. Aruba independence official in 1996 but country 
recognition earlier is slia, P21, Council of Europa, does 
nat appear to meet criteria tar country status. Terra del 
Fuego is being considered. The 4UiVIC issue continues to be 
pressed. The Alaskans are still trying for recognition of 
the Fribilof Islands. The July ARRL board aeeting passed a 
resolution considering restructuring OXCC. WOSR encouraged 
all to write ARRL to let their ideas and feelings be known. 

KFOH was nominated for membership by KOAL and second by 
WOEJ. Motion passed. 

Nominations opened for President. WOVX as nosinated by 
KFO2. KCOQ was noainated by WOEJ. OVX was elected 
Prasicent. 

Noaination of KFOZ for Vice President was made by HO1Z. 
W4NIM goved aoninations cease. WOEJ second, KFOZ was 
elected Vice President. 

Rosinations for Sec-Treas opened. WOVK nominated NOIZ. 
WOSR scved nominations cease and WOE second. WOIZ was 
Blacted Sec-Treas.

The 
bad news is that the Office of Management and Budget has aot 
aporoved changes to FCC fora 610. fs soon as the new fora is 
approved partial exam credit will be issued for the written 
portion as well as the code portion. 


License renewals continue to confuse some of us. [f you have 
a5 year license, you can renew up to 5 years after 
axpiration without having to retake an exam. I¢ you have a 
newer 10 year license, the grace period is only 2 years. 
Either way, you will get a new call sign if your license has 
been expired for 2 years or nore, 


Business comnunications via agateur radio continue te bea 
hot and sSometines confusing issue. in general it is 
Considered business comaunication, and not permitted on ha 
radio, if it facilitate the regular business afairs ot any 
party whether far profit or not. The exception to this 
prohibition is emergency cosounication where safety of life 
or property is involved. The FCC we should not use amateur 
radio as an alternative to other services including coanon 
carrier.

A SOLAR CALM THAT BEGAN IN LATE NOVEMBER IS STIL WITH US. 
SUNSPOTS ARE FEW AND FAR BETWEEN. THE SOLAR FLUY HOVES UP OR 
QGHN GHLY SLIGHTLY, BUT IT REMAINS MOSTLY ABOVE 70, HIGH 
ENOUGH TO KEEP DX COMING ON 21 MHZ DAILY AT THIS TIME OF 
YEAR. IT 18 TOO LOW TO DO MUCH FOR 28 MHZ, HOWEVER. WE NEED 
ANOTHER EIGHT TE TEN POINTS HIGHER 70 DO NUCH FOR THAT BAND, 
EXCEPT FOR TIMES WHEN E SKIP IS IN AS IT HAS BEEN OFTEN OF 
LATE. THE CURRENT SOLAR ACTIVITY LEVEL 1S IDEAL FOR DX ON 
THE LOWER BANDS, AND 140 15 PSCBABLY BETTER NOW THAN 17 WILL 
BE FOP ANOTHER SEVEN QR EIGHT YEARS AFTER THIS NOPTHEPN

SOME STATISTICS ARE NEEDED TO EXPLAIN WHAT IS HAPPENING
